ty. Of the public roads leading out from Charlotte one hundred and eigh-
teen miles have already been macadamized and preparations are being made
to macadamize a hundred miles more. The results are pleasing indeed,
and no one enjoys & greater advantage from ihe improved condition of the
_ roads than the farmer. By reason of good roads the farmer is able to haul
kis produee to markat about as well 1n one kind of weather =s amother,and
at much less wear and tear on his team ; and the same team is able to draw
almost twice as much over the good roads as they could oyer muddy and
poorly graded roads. Nothing pays a community better than good roads.
Guiltord county thinks that good roads are desirable. That county has re-
cently voted for bonds to the amount.of $300,000 with which to make good
ronds. In the years to come the good roads in Guilford will be a blessing,
and will greatly aid agriculture.

On that bunch-of cherties you buy
from the Italian on the street corner
and eat with so mueh relish are clus-
tered four or five millions of dangerous
disease germs. KExoeedingly minute
they are, and the flavor of the fruit is
in no way impaired by their presence,
but there they are all the same—mi-
crocoesi, [basilli, sprilla—whole fami-
lies of themi.

When we eat an unwashed pear
about 200,000 bacteria are carriad into
the system, twice that number on s
bandful of garden _strawberzies, and
s gl gt
currants. The most Infesied fruits are
cherriee, with 12,000,000.bacteria to the
half pound ; corrants with 11,000,000
and grapes with 8,000,000.

A man will readily consume a haif
pound of grapes at a sitting, and if the
state of bis his health Jeaves him opep
to the attacks of dissase, it can be
appreciated what a tremendous risk Le
runs of poisouous infection by the
germs.

Not many weeks ago inguiry was
made into the state of ihe surface eir
The air for seyeral feet
above the ground was found to be liter-
ally swarming with bacteria. Now 1t
is a matter of everyday observatior
that the fruits exposed for sale on the
sidewalks and curbs of New York are
placad at no great distance from the
pavement. In many Instances the)
are so near the ground as to be in the
vary center of the germ-bearing etrata
of air. The inference is obviovs. Ye:
in spite of thess facts, not one in s
hundred who hastily buys au spple or
a banana on the corner gives the mat-
ter of bacteria the slightest thought,
and notone In a thousand goes the
